25X14 Although no internal split is evident as yet, there are two divergent views 

within the party as to a future plan of action, One favors the achievement 

of some sort of rapprochement with the National Socialist Party and, in fact, 

secret discussions have been going on between selected representatives of 

the two parties for several weeks, The other group of Commmist 


25X14 leaders favors a new agreement with the Social Democrats.
